The Rank or England. 

Tiic constitution and government of 
the Hank of England are net fully un- 
den.to.al, even l.y ...any otherwise well- 
informed residents in the city of London 
itseif. It differs from most corporations 
in the fact that it has no permanent Gov- 
ernor or chairman, and furthermore, 
that the remuneration paid to the Di 
rectors for their services is individual!} 
small. The governing body consists of 
twenty-six directors, that is to say, one 
Governor, one deputy Governor, and 
twenty-four Directors." This body does 
not change except by death or resigna- 
tion, etc., but the Governor, and his dep- 
utv, who act as chairman of the Board 
or Court of Directors, chang. 
years, the deputy becomin^ 
and all the Directors being deputy and 
Governor in rotation. The salary of 
the Governor, as well as that of the "dep- 
uty Governor, is now £1,000 per annum, 
while that of the other twenty-four Di- 
rectors is £500 each. According to Fran- 
cis, whose history of the Bank of Eng- 
land is practically out of print, the 
management of the Bank is vested in 
the whole Court of Directors, which 
meets weekly, when a statement is read 
of the position of the bank as regards its 
securities, bullion and liabilities. The 
Directors have equal power, and should 
a majority disapprove of thearrangements 
they may reconstruct them. Eight Di- 
rectors go out and eight come in annu- 
ally, elected by the Court of Proprie- 
tors, the list of candidates recommend- 
ed by the Court of Directors is transmit- 
ted to the Proprietors, and the eight so

Director, inquiry is always instituted 
conci ruing his private character. Those 
who survive this firey ordeal, and are ap- 
proved of by the Court of Directors, 
r fail to be elected.

The wonders of this strange land 
have recently been so impressed upon the 
government of New South Wales that 
orders have been issued interdicting the 
destruction or removal of plants, trees, or 
seeds, and the tenure of residents limited 
to yearly leases at pleasure of the ex- 
ecutive of this e olony.— Sydney (N. S.

There is dismay and rage among the 
rubber manufacturers. Speculators hold 
absolute control of the entire production 
of South America, and fix the prices of 
the raw material to suit themselves. In 
1879 the raw India rubber, or caout- 
chonc, was worth but 72 cents per pound. 
At that point the speculators seized upon 
it, and as a test of their temporary 
strength, put the price up to$l per pound*. 
Under that pressure a quantity was 
dragged into the market through " chan- 
nels over which they had not yet ob- 
tained control, and the price dropped to 
80 cents in the spring of 1880. It has 
never since, however, got so low, for the 
speculators developed strength enough to 
cover the entire ground, and have made 
priceo what they pleased. Just now they 
are higher than ever before. On Thurs- 
day they went up from 31.17 per pound 
to 81.23. Yesterday buyers were refused 
prices by holders on the pretext that 
there is no stock in the marke 
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of the next steamer. This, 
firmed to be untrue,asit is said some 1,200 
cases came in by the last steamer from 
Para, and are now being held until such 
time as the necessities of the manufac- 
turers will compel them to submit to an- 
other heavy advance. It is feared the 
price will go up to $1.50 before there is 
any drop. In this extremity the manu- 
facturers have been spurred on to au at- 
tempt at concerted action to protect 
themselves. The great trouble, they say, 
is that the men now controlling the sup- 
ply of rubber practically own the In- 
dians and small traders of the interior of 
Brazil, in the Amazon Valley, whence 
the material comes, having got a firm 
hold upon them by advances and systems 
of keeping them "in debt, such as the 
Hudson Bay Company used to employ in 
dealing with the Canadians.

The trunk of this tree is ten 
metres, or a little more than thirty feet, 
in circumference at the base. At about 
a yard from the ground it puts out, on 
the south side, seven offshoots, which 
have gown into trunks as strong and 
vigorous as those of the other 
trees in the forest. Bent and 
gnarled at the bottom, these side- 
trunks soon straighten themselves 
up and rise perpendicularly and paral- 
lel to the main stem. This feature is 
perhaps, wholly unparalleled, 
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largest of the side-trunks are connected 
with the principal stem by sul>quadran- 
gular braces resembling girders. These 
beams have probably been formed by an 
anastomosing of branches, which, com- 
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beach sand. The mountain is so solid ... 
to give it a musical sound when trod 
upon, and oftentimes a bird lighting on 
it, or a large lizard running across the 
bottom, will start a large quantity of the 
sand to sliding, which makes a noise re- 
sembling the vibration of telegraph 
wires with a hard wind blowing, but so 
much louder that it is often heard at a 
distance of six or seven miles, and is 
deafening to a person standing within a 
short distance of the sliding sand. 

A peculiar feature of the dune is that it 
is not stationary, but rolls slowly east- 
ward, the wind gathering it up on the 
west end and carrying it along the ridge 
until it is again deposited at the eastern 
end. Mr. Monroe, the well-known sur- 
veyor, having heard of the rambling 
habits of this mammoth sand-heap, quite 
a number of years ago took careful bear- 
ings on it while sectionizing Government 
lands in that vicinity. Several . years 
later he visited the place and found that 
the dune had moved something over t 
mile.— Reno{Ncv.) Gazette.

Oiling Wagon Wheels and Other Wood 
Work. 

Mr. Allen E. Smith reports to the 
Farmer's Rt vicw an experience in oil- 
ing wagon wheels and other woodwork. 
He savs: 

"I have a wagon of which, six years 
ago, the felloes shrunk so the tires be- 
came loose. I gave it a good coat of hot 
oil, and every year since it has had a coat 
of oil or paint, sometimes both. The 
tires are tight yet. and they have not been 
set for eight or nine years. Many farm- 
ers think that as soon as their wagon fel- 
loes begin to shrink, thev must go at 
once to a blacksmith shop and get the 
tires set Instead of doing that which is 
often a damage to the" wheels, causing 
them to 'dish,' if they will get some lin- 
seed oil and heat it boiling hot, and "ive 
the felloes all they can take, it will fill 
them up to their usual size and tighten 
the tires. After the oil a coat of paint is 
a good thing to keep them from shrink- 
ing, and also to keep out the water. If 
you do not wish to go to the trouble of 
mixing paint, you can heat the oil and 
tie a rag to a stick and swab them over 
as h>ng as they will take oil. A brush is 
more convenient to use, but a swab will 
answer if you do not wish to buy a 
brush. It is quite a saving of time and 
money to look after the woodwork of 
farm machinery. Alternate wetting and 
drying injures and causes the best w.iod 
soon to decay and lose its strength unless 
kept well painted.

In constructing fences of barbed wire, 
or any kind of barbed fencing, a cheap, 
simple and effective stretcher is one of 
the most important implements. There 
are many patented devices, costing all 
the way from seventy-five cents to $3, 
but I have never seen aiy which so com- 
pletely meets every requirement as a 
simple piece of chain, say a small trace 
chain two and a half feet or more long, 
with a hook on either end. or a hook on 
one end and a ring on the other.

The Collection of Sens. 

There has been lately not a little in- 
terest among newspapers.over a reported 
effort by a well-known capitalist and 
speculator, to obtain control of the "As- 
' ited Press." Whether such an at- 
tempt was or was not Tta.de, the form it 
took and the reasons of its failure do not 
us, and need not be discussed 

But it may be interesting to explain 
how news is collected for the daily press, 
and what office the great institution 
he Associated Press fulfils, 
probably very few things so 
little understood in the machinery of 
wspapers, as is this of news-gathering. 
In the days before the telegraph was 
vented, and for some years afterward, 
every newspaper collected for itself the 
intelligence which it published. In New 
York the competition was very keen. 
Some of the newspapers used to run pony 
expresses from Boston, where the Cunard 
steamships landed the foreign mails, in 
order to anticipate their rivals in the 
publication of European news. 

About the year 1849, enterprise of this 
kind became so costly that the repre- 
sentatives of several New Y'ork newspa- 
met and formed an organization 
n under the name of "The Asso- 
1 Press," which has continued in an 
almost unchanged form to the present 

"The Associated Press" consists of 
seven New Y'ork dailies: The Journal 
of Commerce, Herald, Tribune, Times, 
World, Sun and Express. All except the 
last are morning papers. The news is 
also sold to the Evening Pott and the 
Commercial Advertiser. The nine papers 
mentioned are the only ones in New 
Y'ork City which have the Associated 
Press news. 

The Association employs a general 
agent, whose headquarters are at New 
Y'ork. This general agent appoints the 
local agents in various cities of this 
country, and those at important points 
abroad. 

Under the direction of the general 
agent the local officers report by tele- 
graph whatever of interest is happening 
within their district. The despatches 
are sent to the agent at New York, and 
are by his men copied "in manifold," so 
that identically the same news is trans- 
mitted to every newspaper in the Asso- 

There are various rules by which the 
new.spapi rs in this Association are bound, 
the most important of which is oae re- 
lating to special dispatches. Each pa- 
may procure and 



the Associ 
publish for its own especial use any 
or other information from Albany or 
Washington. 

But the members of the Association 
are bound to sen 1 copies of all other 
special dispatches to each of the other 
associated papers. The latter may each 
accept or refuse a dispatch. If accepted, 
the expense is shared with the newspaper 
which procured it. If not accepted, no 
part of the expense is assumed. 

This rule is easily evaded, however, 
both by senders and receivers. A news- 
paper which obtains an important piece 
ut intelligence is careful not to send out 
copies until it is too late to use the news 
And on the other hand, a paper which 
wishes to use a dispatch without paying 
for it sometimes rewrites the news in en- 
tirely different language. 

Thus far we have spoken only of the 
New York Associatsd Press, but there 
are other similar organizations. Either 
the Western or the New England Associ- 
ation may be taken as a type of all. 

The New England Associated Press 
consists ,,f certain papers in the cities of 
the New England States. The head- 
quarters are at Boston, where is the gen- 
eral agent. This officer acts also for the 
New York Associated Press. 

All the news of New England is 
collected by agents in the several cities 
and towns, and transmitted to the Bos- 
ton agent. The latter sends it to New 
York. There is also a New York agent 
of the New England Association, who re- 
ceives ■ copy of all the news sent from 
everywhere to the New York Assicia- 
tion," and transmits such parts of it as he 
deems important to the New England 
papers. 

In short, it is a 
gence between th 
the news of each is. to a certain extent, 
abridged in being sent to the other. 

To illustrate: On the 7th of November 
the generaKVm-res-ional and man v State 
election, will take place. Full reports 
of the results in New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts will 1«? sent to the Boston 
agent of the New England Association, 
and these reports will be sent in full to 
the Boston and some other local papers. 

But the agent will put the result into 
a summary to be sent to New Y'ork for 
the use of papers in that city. A copy 
of this abridged report will be given to 
the agent of the Western Association, 
who may, if he thinks best, make it still 
shorter for the newspapers of Chicago 
-i other West

without feeling confident that it will 
wear well and long, and will prove to be 
fully worth the price, no matter how 
large the latter may be. But when this 
plausible and apparently innocent car- 
pet is brought home it immediately be- 
gins to display its true character, and to 
desjoy the peace of mind of its unfortu- 
nate proprietor. 

At the outset the carpet rarely con- 
sents to fit the room for which it is in- 
tended. No matter how carefully the 
area of the floor may have been calcu- 
lated, there always will be too much or 
too little carpet. If there is too little, 
the floor cannot be decently covered 
without the help of a " border^" and the 
carpet must be stretched to such an ex- 
tent that its seams will jjersist in lying in 
serpentine lines, and the musclesof the un- 
happy carpet-layers are strained to a very 
painful extent. If there is too much car- 
pet, the superfluous pieces are put away, 
with the view of using them at some 
future day to replace worn and soiled 
parts of the carpet. They are never thus 
used, for two reasons — either they are 
destroyed by moths long before they are 
wanted, or when the attempt is made to 
put new pieces into an old carpet, the 
brightness of the former emphasizes the 
shabbiness of the latter, and the attempt 
is quickly abandoned. 

A carpet always persists in becoming 
threadbare in its" most conspicuous parts. 
Little harm would be done were it to 
grow shabby underneath the sofa or in 
the dark corners oi the room, but these 
are precisely the localities where it re- 
mains bright, while the spaces just in 
front of the grate and piano, or around 
the center table, or by the door, quickly 
grow unendurably shabby. It is then 
that the conscientious housewife finds 
herself confronted by one of the most in- 
tricate carpet problems. How is she to so 
rip and change the position of the 
breadths as to place all the shabby spots 
out of sight, and all the bright spots in 
conspicuous places? The feminine lin- 
gers engaged in the practical solution of 
this problem know their own weariness. 
There are few tasks more tiresome and 



distasteful than 



except that of sewing 
The malevolent carpet destroys the edge 
of pen-knives and scissors, and 
breaks the strongest needles. No 
woman ever rips a carpet without 
cutting her fingers or breaking her 
finger-nails, and few women succeed in 
sewing a ripped carpet together without 
losing pieces of broken needles and after- 
ward unexpectedly finding them with the 
soles of their feet.

The system is a monopoly in a certain 
sense. That ii to say, the newspapers 
which have the Associated Press news 
refuse— as they have the privilege of 
doing— to allow other papers to be ad- 
mitted to the same rights. 

A consequence of this has been the es- 
tablishment of rival news agencies, some 
of which enjoy a good measure of suc- 
cess.— Yo ut/i's Companion.
